THE GRAND JURY. 


Van Wagoner 
Lengthy Charge. 


He Reads Statutes, Reports, Lectures the 
Press and Defines the Grand Jurors’ Dus 
ties—Who the Twe've Are. 


When the Criminal Court was convened in the 
November term this morning, Judge Van Wag- 
oner selected from the panel, summoned last 
week, the following Grana Jury: Peter L. Foy, 
foreman; C. C. Rainwater, Rolla L. Billingsley, 
Thomas C. Dutro, Douglas Kingsland, Isaac M. 
Veitch, Richard Schulenburg, Wm. Ziock, Wm, 
C. Orr, Merrick M. Beck, Edward H. Semple and 
Francis Lepere. 

Great interest was manifested in the Court’s 
instructions, and as Judge Van Wagoner began to 
address the gentlemen of the Grand Jury the at- 
torneys and spectators within the bar moved 
eagerly forward. The Judge read the Iinstruc- 
tious in his usual deep, impressive voice, and was 
listened ww with closest attention. 

“37, Lours CRIMINAL COURT, 
“November Term. 1883, 

“GENTLEMEN—You have just been selected by 
this court according to the torms of law of this 
State applicable to the city of St. Louis, and have 
been sworn to faithfully discharge the duties of 
the grand inquest in and for the City of St. Louis. 
itis my duty to ecalltbe attention of each and 
every Grand Jury impaneled in this court to cer- 
tal statutes in order thatryou may inake diligeut 
inquiries as to whether any of the provisious of 
them have been violated. if they have veen vio- 
lated that then you may indict ube offenders and 
bring to punishment. 

“Your attention is called to chapter 98 of the 
Revised Statutes of this State of 1879, entitled 
Dramshops; also to sections 1,051, 1,052 of chap- 
ter 23, article 1, of the same statutes entitled 
General Duties of Courts; also to the laws of this 
State entitled “al act to prevent vartners of 
prosecuting attorneys from -defending in criminal 
cases: also to sections 1,791, 1,702, 1,783, 1,794, of 
chapter 24, article 15, 0f volume 1, Revised 5tat- 
utes. of Missouri of 1879, entitled “Of 
Grand Juries and their proceedings.” 
{The Judge here read the statutes referred to.] 
ifa Grand Juror knows of the commission of 
an indictable offense or any material fact Louch- 
ing the same he must disclose such fact to his 
fellows and be swert as a witness before them. 
Grand Jurors may be indicted or prosecuted by 
the Grand Jury of which he is a member, but 
when any information shall be given against a 
Grand Juror it shall be the duty of the foreman 
to at onee give uotice to the Circuit Attorney of 
the fact, and if on examination there are grounds 
for proceeding agaiust such juror he shall inform 
the Court therevl, 

NO INDICTMENT 

can be found without the concurrence of at least 
vine of your number, 2nd when so found the fore- 
man of the Grand Jury shall certify under his 
hand that such indictment is a true Dill. 

“When there is not a concurrepee of nine Grand 
Jurors in finding an indictment the foreman shall 
certify under his hand that such is ‘nota true 
vill.’ 


“Every indictment must be signed by the Circuit 
Attorney or the Assistant Circuit Altorney, 

“Indiciments found by your body must be pre- 
sented by your foreman, ia your presence, to the 
court.”’ 

At the conclusion of the reading of the law gov- 
erning the secrecy of Grand Juries, the Court 
said: “Thisisallthe law relative wo disclosing 
what transpires befure them. It certainly deals 
with Grand Jurors and witnesses, Dut is as sient 
as the grave asto other offenders. The Clreuit 
Attorney ts the custudian of tbe testimony taken 
before the Grand Jury—not tits court, Lhere is 
no statulory provision permMilting, re quirlug or al- 
lowing it to be Bled in this Court as 4 part or its 
records.

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The Indictment Against Henry r% 
Newman, 


Governor Crittenden in the City—The Law 
and Order League—To-Day's Develop- 
ments. 


Henry A. Newman, Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics of Missouri, arrived from his home 
in Randolph County this morning on the 
Wabash railroad, accompanied by two neigh- 
bors, Wm. Smith and Walter T. Austin. At 
10 o'clock, accompanied by these gentlemen 
and ex-Senator Sam. Byrnes of Jefferson 
City, as attorney, he presented himself at 
the bar of the Criminal Court. The indict- 
ment found against him by the last Grand 
Jury was read to him by Clerk Finney, lt 
is as follows:

“The Grand Jurors of the State of Mis- 
souri, within and for the body of the City of 
St. Louis, now here in court duly impaneled, 
sworn and charged upon their oath, present 
that Henry A. Newman, late of the city of 
St. Louis and State aforesaid, on the 
20th day of September, in the year of our 
Lord. 1882, at the city of St. Louis 
aforesaid, being then and there a duly ap- 
‘pointed and qualified Notary Public for the 
city of St. Louis and State.of Missouri, and 
then and there holding and executing the 
said office of Notary Public under the Con- 
stitution and laws of the State of Missouri, 
did feloniously attempt to grant, bargain and 
sell to one Benjamin F. Hamivel, for the price 
und consideration of $600 to be thereafter 
paid to him, the said Henry A./ Newman, 
the said office of Notary Public as 
aforesaid held by him, the said Henry 
Newman.” The remainder of the indictment 
is a reiteration of tre same statement, in the 
form prescribed by law. 

Mr. byrnes, for Newman, said: ‘‘We are 
ready to give bond in this case.”’ The court 
fixed it at $1,000, 

Messrs. Smith and Austin presented cer- 
tificates that they were worth $40,000 in real 
estate, and a letter from Circuit Judge Burk- 
hardt vouching for their solvency. ‘The 
bonds were then signed, and the party left 
the building at once. 


Gov. Crittenden. 

Goy. Crittenden came down from Jefferson 
City this morning and registered as usual at 
the Southern Hotel. Toa Post-DisParcn 
reporter, assigned for body-guard duty, as is 
the custom when his Excellency is in the 
city, the Governor said: ‘‘I have come down 
here in response to the request of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, and will appear as a witness .to- 
morrow in the conspiracy cases of Messrs.

The Law and Order League. 

A reporter of the Post-DIsPaTcH went 
out in quest of members of the Law and 
Order League to ascertain their opinions on 
the reportof the Grand Jury and the proeb- 
able course to be pursued by the organiza- 
tion in the future. Col. Broadhead, the 
chairman of the Executive Committee, is out 


of the city at Fyre as is also Gen. Noble, 
one of the leading hghts of the league. Mr. 
Gerard B. Alien, the president of the league, 
could not be found, but a number of the gen- 
tlemen who are members and were prom- 
inently identified with the various meetings 
that have been held, were seen and inter- 
viewed.

The 
object of the association was to prosecute 
vigorously all public officiais who were in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury for the ma)-admin- 
istration of their offices, and he supposed the 
league would take suitable action on the re- 
port of Saturday. | 

Mr. Web M. Samuel knew nothing posi- 
tive of the course that is likely to be pursued 
by the Law and Order League. He thougit 
the recuuwmendation of the Grand Jary, that 
the office of police commissioner be made 
elective and not appointive, a very wise one, 
and deserving of mature consideration. He 
vever could understand why the power of 
appointing these officers was vested in the 
Governor of the State. They were purely 
local officers, the functions of their offices 
were local and were paid out of local coffers, 
hence the peopie of the city should have 
some voice in the matter. If the office was 
to be made appointive the eo power 
should be vested in the Circuit. Court judges 
of the city. This wuuld place the matter, in 
a measure, above the control of any political 
faction. ‘The police commissioner should be 
a purely non-poiiticai officer, since the oath 
he takes on assuming the duties of his office 
embraces a Clause that he will not use the 
influence of his position for any purely polit- 
icalend. Ifthey must represent politica! 
parties, he believed in having one-half of 
tie body appointed from each party. 

Lieut.-Gov. Campbeil was wet accidental- 
ly, and, in response to aninquiry, said’ “Oh, 
‘yes, that Wasa very tart report; but I do 
not care tomake any comment uponit. I 
will say this, however: it was feported that 
I went to Kansas City to evade a summons 
from that grand jury. This was false, I 
was in the city fully ten days while the jury 
was in session, and they could have sum- 
moned me if they wanted me. While I 
knew nothing that would aid them in their 
investiqnsee still I was perfectiy willing to 
appear before thei.” 

“Whatabout the recommendation of the 
jury that the pardoning power be vested in a 
bourd of pardons?’ 

“That absurd. The pardoning. power 
should bein the Executive of the State. A 
beard of pardons is out of the question.” 

Another gentleman, a very prominent 
lawyer, speaking on this point, said: “‘] 
can see no reason for divesting the Governor 
ot the pardoning power. 
piace, and if it is abused, that is the fauit of 
the Gover.or, and not of the law. It is the 
duty of the people to look to this, and select 
the proper man for their chief executive offi- 
cer. A board of pardons wight be corrupted 
as easily as a governor. Lhe pardoning

An Extraordinary Character—Veteran 


Member of the Troy, N. Y., Bar. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Troy, N. Y., November 5.—Yesterday 
afternoon the remains of John O’Brien, the 
veteran member of the bar who died on 
Friday at the Marshall Infirmary in this 
city, were consigned to earth in the old St. 
Mary’s Cemetery. The old lawyer, had a 
very mysterious and romantichistory. He 
was born sixty-three years ago in Ireland, 
his father being a priest, whose liason with 
a lady of high rank created much excitement 
at the time. His mother, a Protestant, kept 

is birth a secret. He was tenderly cared for 
and provided with all the luxuries of life,and 
when he was 19 years old was sent to this 
country. He was sent to Cazenovia College, 
in the central part of this State, and re- 
ceived a monthly remittance of $25. 1t was 
intended that he should enter the ministry, 
but he refused to do so, as he had a strong 
leaning towards the Catholic Unurch. He 
left college and went to Utica, and the re- 
mittances from Ireiand ceased about the 
same time. He 

CONCLUDED THAT HIS MOTHER, 
whem he had seen several! times.and for whom 
he had a stroug affection, was dead. While 
in Utica he fell in love with a beautiful 
young girl, but broke the engagement be- 
cause she wanted to be married in a Protest- 
antehbureh. Afterward he greatly regretted 
this step, andit casta shadow of sadness 
over his whole bachelor life. He left Utica 
and came to this city, where he was admit- 
ted to the bar. One evening in winter, while 
sitting in his office, he was surprised to find 
@ wowan standing before him dressed in 
biack. She told him she was born of noble pa- 
rents, but had been cast adrift, and wanted to 
hear the details of his own birth. He refused 
to tell her, and the woman Jéft. About three 
weeks afterwards the community was start- 
led by a terrible tragedy, in which a woman, 
known as the “‘veiled murderess,”’ performed 
& prominent part. A few days after the 
woman had been arrested, Constable Kipp 
called on him, and, showing him a handker- 
chief marked with the initials *’O’ B.”’, asked 
him whether it was his? The constable 
stated that he had found it in 
POSSESSION OF THE “VEILED MURDERESS.”’ 
Mr. O’Brien denied having owned the hand- 
kerchief, but after the constable was gone 
examined his wardrobe, and found in 
fact that one of his handkerchiefs 
sO marked was missing. He then 
remembered that his clothes had 
ceme from the laundry on the night of the 
visit from the mysterious woman in black. 
He had no doubt that she had taken the 
handkerchief from the open bundle, whieh 
was ciose to where she had been sitting, and 
that she was no other than the “veiled mur- 
deress.”” Fearful of being mixed up m the 
trial, he kept the fact a secret until long aft- 
erwards. For many years he wasa regular 
attendant atthe Police Court. He was al- 
ways attired in black broadcioth, with a coat

The Markets. 
FORENCON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

Toledo’s stocks this morning were 1,905,818 bu 
wheat, 146,589 bu corn and 100,063 bu oats, an in- 
crease of 136,000 bu in wheat, 9,600 bu in corn and 
13,800 bu in oats over last Monday.——The South- 
western Miller has the following, translated from 
Pappenheim’s Murker-Zeitung: “It is every day 
becoming clearer that sqoner or later the wheat of 
India will attaina good standing in the trade 
marts of the world, and enter into close competi- 
tion with that produced in America. This seems 
alithe more probable fromthe fact that, as re 
gards quality, recent observations made in En- 
gland have placed it at least onan equality with 
American wheat. It is not unworthy of note 
that at the oriental museum in Vienna an intro- 
ductory report on Indian wheat was lately made 
to the presiding officer. As this report shows, the 
total area of land under wheat in India in the 
spring of 1883, according to official statistics, 
amounted to 21,340,000 acres. The average 
yield per acre is calculated at twelve 
mauds,so that the total amount of the year’s 
harvest is expected to amiount to 256,092,000 mauds 
(310,414,545 bus). According to the report of the 
Indian bureau of trade, which was recently placed 
before the oriental museum, there will be availa- 
bie for export in the current year (1883 to 1884) in 
all India from 20,000,000 to 25,060,000 cwts. of 
wheat. How much of this amount will in fact be 


shipped depends on the iquiry and the prices 
currentin England. Up to Julv of the present 
year the English demand has not been so great as 
oe the same period of the previous year. As 
regards the cost of production, the report holds 
that it is much cheaper than in America, If until 
the present time the wheat of India has attained 
no good standing In the world’s trade, the defi- 
ciency is due to the lack of railWay commuuica- 
tion with the centers of trade; and to the high 
freicht rates in comparison with those of America, 
which the Indian rallways charge. The Indian 
government has of late turned its attention to the 
improvement of wheat culture and the further- 
ance of wheat exports, and the expectation is not 
groundiess that ere long there will be arapid in- 
crease in the export of Indian wheai.” 
——Stocks of grain in New York to-day were 
8,659,887 bu wheat, 4,233,474 bu corn, 2,789,511 bu 
oats, and 583,337 bu rye. Compared with last 
Monday shows a decrease of 34,000 bu in wheat, 
and 32,000 bu inrye, audan increase of 479,009 bu 
in corn and 78,600 bu in oats. Last year the stock 
(including that afloat) was 4.940,000° bu wheat, 
310,000 bu. corn, 1,960,000 bu oats and 176,000 bu 
rye.———1 0-day one year ago the stock of wheat in 

oledo was 654,000 bu, of corn 79,000 Du. ana of 
oats 89,000\bu——Carruthers & Ailen,of New York, 
in their latest circuiar, have acutthat truly rep- 
resents the situation in wheat at present. Two 
hauds are shown flipping up coppers, “Heads or 
tails.” In their remarksC. & A. say: “Foreign 
markets will bave to improve radically before the 
exporters can seli there on a legitimate Dasis,and 
ocean freights are so scarce that any movement 
of consequence would put them out of sight. The 
outlook for an active market ora permanent ad - 
vance is not very encouraging. In a few short 
mouths the West will be ag sey J on a pew 
crop, and it will go hard with the bulls to con- 
tinue paying the premiums on the futures.’’—— 
Ocean rates from New Orleans are reported 1d 
higher at 6d per bushel.——A late English cable 
to 8. W. Cobb & Co., says: “Red winter wheat, 
glutted; Kussianand Indian wheat cannot be 
sold. Continental markets dull.” 

For speculation read scalping. That is about 
what grain future trading has resolved ftseif down 
to. There are no features of interest in the 
market,very few orders are received, and speculat- 
ive Operations are now confined chiefly to mak- 
ing a, scalp of % cent or so out of the 
market, either on the long or the 
short side; it don’t make much 
difference which side to the bull or the bear now.

TO-MORROW’S ELECTIONS. 

The result of to-morrow’s elections is a 

matter of universal interest, because of the 


eng 


‘| influence it may have on Congress this win- 


ter and on the Presidential election next 
year. 

Of the ten States involved in this election, 
only Massachusetts, Maryland, Minnesota 
and New Jersey elect Governors. 

The furious efforts of the Republicans to 
redeem Massachusetts by beating BUTLER, 
and the presentiment that his election will 
make him a very important, if not a danger- 
ous, factor in the Presidential problem, con- 
centrate most of the interest on Massachu- 
setts. It isa close and doubtful race, but in 
view ofhis iarge plurality last year the 
chances seem to be th favor of BUTLER. 

The Republicans opened the campaign 
in New Jersey with strong hopes of 
electing their nominee for Governor, 
Judge Dixon of the State Supreme 
Court, but he refused to resign that 
office and the Democratic nominee, ABBETT, 
has made such an able and vigorous canvass 
that there is little doubt about his election. 
In Marylana the Democratic nominee for 
Governor is ex-Congressman MCLANE, a 
strong and good man, about whose election 
there should have been no doubt. But, un- 
fortunately, there has been some ring busi- 
ness in Maryland affairs which has disgust- 
ed many Democrats, and the Kepublicans 
have nominated against him Congressman 
Hotton, who carried a Baltimore district 
jast year by 1,500 in the face of an adverse 
majority of 1,500. Still, all the indications 
point to MCLANr’s election by a small ma- 
jurity. 

Minnesota is expected to go Republican, as 
usual, 

Next to Massachusetts, Virginia presents 
the most doubtful and bitter contest, and 
the result in Virginia is at least second in 
importance to that of the Massachusetts 
election. There is a prospect of MAHONE’S 
defeat, which would leave the Republicans 
without hope of getting a single electoral 
vote in the South In exchange for their great 
losses elsewhere. But if MAHONE succeeds, 
there is a prospect that his success will only 
aggravate the troubles and dissensions that 
are crushing the Republican party. In Vir- 
ginia, as in Connecticut and Mississippi, the 
election is only for members of the Legislat- 
ure. 

In Nebraska, Pennsylvania and New York 
the election is for subordinate State officers. 
The former is conceded to the Republicans, 
as usual, and in Pennsylvania there is so 
much indifference on both sides that neither 
interest nor significance attaches to the re- 
sult.

It is his spare limb, and he al- 
er redeems 4: wees an very to have his 
regular vegetable leg repaire 
“Wishing to obtain further information on 
the subject, the reporter called upon a lead- 
ing manufacturer of artificial limbs, who 
said; “In this age of mechanism there are 
more people wearing artificial limbs than 
most people Serene: We have about two 
hundred regular customers, about one-fifth 
of whom are. iadies, who are very liable to 
lose a limb through disease. Of course the 
are anxious to and do cunceal the defect 
and even among men things have chang 
since the war. ‘Then an artificial limb 
was something to be proud of, as it was an 
undeniabie proof of bioodshed in the defense 
of the country, and the valor of the wearer 
atopjed forthe deficiency of a limb or two, 
but now all this has changed, our customers 
are usually maimed by fooling with the 
business portion of a reaping wachine, or are 
the remnants of a railrvuad wreck. As a con- 
uence they are desirous to conceal their 
intirmities from the wel!l-meant but often 
disagreeable apmapetnics of their friends and 
the general observation of the world. Of 
course a plain workingman who has outlived 
his cour ng days and does not care for the 
opinions of the world where appearances 
are realities, may find an honest old-fash- 
ioned wooden leg good euough for practical 
purposes. The war gave tie first impetus to 
the produetion of artificial limbs, and at 
resent the art seems to have reached per- 
ection. There area good many jealousies 
among the different makers in regard to the 
superiority of this work, and especially in 
regard to qualifications necessary toa 
skilled manutacturer of liguipeds, some 
claiming that he should be an anatomist, 
while others maintain that he himself should 
ms aupipedin order to succeed in the bus- 
ness. 

“The first noted imprevement was known 
as the 

ANGLESEA LEG. 
lt was made for the Marquis of Anglese 
and was in its day considered a wonder o 
art, and when he was on horseback it was 
difficuit to discover that the limb was arti- 
ficial. The catgut bid at the back of the heel 
served to extend the tvot when the limb was 
straightened, and a spring in the instep up- 
lif the toes from the ground when the ‘leg 
was tlexed in walking, 

“To clearly understand the difficulties in 
constructing a perféct substitute for the nat- 
ural limb it is necessary that I should 
say something. in regard to the na- 
ture of walkin which is somewhat 
a complex operation. It may be simply 
Stated that man is a wheel with two spokes, 
his legs, and two fragments of a tire, his 
leet. @ roils successively on eaenh of these 
fragments from the hee! to the toe. If he 
had spokes enough he would go round and 
round, as the boys do when they ‘make a 
wheel’ with their four limbs for its spokes, 
But having only two available for ordinary 
locomvution, each of those has to be taken up 
as svon as it has been used, and carried for- 
ward to be usedagain, ‘lwo facts, not gea- 
erally known, are, first, that a man is shorter 
when he is walking than wiien at rest; 
the other fact is, that one side of 
& man always tends to outwalk 
the other, so that no person can walk far in 
a straight line, if he is blindfolded. ; 

“Walking is really a violent motion, as may 
be experienced when one walks agaiust a 
dor in the dark, slips or trips and comes 
down, or overloeks the last step in a flight of 
Stairs and discovers how he has been bhurl- 
ing himself forward. From this you will 
see that no slight difficulties had to be over- 
come ere the American meclianics turned out 
limos that ‘beat the world’ and seem al- 
most periection, Here is a limb,” said the 
mechanical artist, ‘‘that answers all the pur- 
poses of the nafural one. We don’t keep a 
stock of them, like boots or 
snoes. This is only a sample. Every 
person must be measured carefully 
so that art must not go too far in furnishing 
some lanky-legged customer witha better 
shaped limb than ever nature intended him 
to wear.

The Little Blind Heir to All Their Ti- 
tles and Estates. 
From the Cork Examiner. 


The little Earl of Arundel is to be carried 
now to the shrine of fara vega. where 
peavere for the recovery of his sight are to 

otfered. We know of nothing at once 
more pitiful and more interesting than the 
case of this four-year-old heir of all the ti- 
tles, estates and fame of the great Howard 
family.

ARCB ZZOLOGICAL TREASURES, 


Relics of an Extinct Race Found Near 
Santa Barbara. 
From the Santa Babara Independent. 


About two or three months ago C. W. 
Clark of this city decided upon cvuilecting a 
small cabinet of curiosities, to include cuins, 
reiles and trinkets. ‘The result has been the 
accumuiation of a store of rare curicsities 
which would make ap ordinary natural his- 
tory society. turn green withenvy. ‘Lhe last 
important additiou isa coliection of stone 
utensils mauufactured by a race of people 
now extinct upon this coast who were evi- 
dently far advanced in the science of stone- 
cutting, and also.in the arts  culi- 
nary and ornamental. The Digger Indians 
were not the trst inhabitants of this region. 
There was arace of people living here in 
Sauta Barbara more industrious and better 
informed as to how life and comfort micht 
be prolonged and promoted. than the poor, 
groveling subservient race of ‘‘root-dig- 
gers” found here when the Dominican 
padres came here to plant and cultivate | 
civilization. Most of the houses of the old 
residents of Santa Barbara’s sea-coast con- 
tain queer aud weil-finished articles of 
stoneware dug up or foutd upon the sur- 
face of the earth, all reli¢és of a people now 
extinct. 

These articles are nearly all of stone. 
Some, however, are of bone and fibrous 
iormation, and none of metal or wood, The 
arch@ logists have for years been digging up 
and investigaiing the formation of the 
mounds in iowa, Indiana, Iiineis and Mis- 
souri. They have re up and sent East 
shipioads of axrew-hee s of tlint and spear- 
heads, war clubs and trinkets of a crude and 
rough shape. Pieces of pottery have been 
coliected in Colvrado, New Mexico and 
Arizona, all showing that civilization once 
existed upon this continent prior to the ar- 
rival of the now fast disappearing Indian 
race. We had a very industrious and intel- 
ligent race of people living upon tiis coast 
in the long, long ago. ho were they? 
Vancouver, the Tomuus navigator, says in 
his description of this Coast more than a 
century ago that there were no less 
thau thirteen populous villages of natives 
upon the sea coast now known as Ventura 
aud Santa Barbara. Where are those thir- 
teen popuisus villages? Where are the 
native descendants? ‘All that can be found 
cuncerning them are the fragments picked 
up in the va leys or the retics dug _ froin »the 
graves. The Indian graves in this section 
and the adjacent islands are prolific in 
specinens ol the handiwork of an extinct 
population. Thesespecimens that are ex- 
humed, and of which the Smithseunian Insti- 
tute at Washington coutains many tons, are 
indications of industry practiced .\here two 
or three centuries ago, Which puts all of our 
fine stonecutting aud sculptury in the shade. 
These extinct tribes made piping or tubes 
out ofthe hard agate rock, beads out of 
shells, charms and talismans of exquisite 
shape and perfection, representing fishes 
aud aniinals, out of abatone shells; fine fish 
hooks from mussel shells, and all kinds of 
cooking utensils trom tue solid rock. ‘They 
had no metallic chisels or drills, no metals 
of apy kind, no turuing lathes, and yet their 
work is perfect. 

The collection donated yesterday to Clark’s 
Natural Masenm -includes one mamimoth- 
sized mortar and pestle, both cut out of solid 
hard rock, the mortar nearly two foet 
across the top, the pestle two feet in 
length. Both are perfect in contour and fin- 
ished as smoothly as a reck ean. be dressed. 
The mortar would hold about baif a bushel 
of grain and was no doubt the boperty of 
the miller of the tribe, who could grind corn 
meal very rapidiy by the ald of such a large 
sized hand mill. Then there are a dozen or 
nore beauiifully fivished mortars and pes- 
tles all of solid na bs some of one variety of 
stone and some another. Some of the | 
mortars are smoothly polished agate and very 
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. curiosities are t or 
wales revel an te, done ooking 
vessels. These fatter articles are wor 
The largestis a globular vessel of solid 
stone and as round asa ball. itis hollow 
and has been paiientiy chipped out until the 
globe is quite huliow, abuut two inches 
thick, with an aperture about four inches in 
diameter at the top. It still bears the warks 
of fire, although it has been buried, perhaps, 
There are several of these 
plobelar stoue cooking vessels in Ciark’s col- 

ection and dozens of other aboriginai curi- 
osities. 

Dentistry seems to have been quite an art 
in the days When the extinct race held con- 
trol here. Among the store of curiosities 
exhuined from the graves upon the Santa 
Barbara Islauds and now in Clark’s collee- 
tion are six or seven sets of false teeth. 
They are formed each from a sheil which 
was fashioned to fit the roof of the mouth or 
could be adjusted outside of the ins. 
These shel teeth are perfectly formed and 
easily adjustable. Whether they were used 
for ornament or for the mastication of food 
isone of those mysteries the grave stil! 
heulds in concealment. The water butties 
are round and are of woven grass mixed 
with asphaitum. The pipes are tubes of 
agate or fine colored stones gathered upon 
the beach. How the natives turned and 
polished this hard flint-like stone and then 
drilled holes through it so as to use it for a 
pipe isa mystery. Among these recently 
recently exhumed curiosities from the Santa 
Barbara Islands are dozens of highly pol- 
ished stone rings; some of them have been 
broken up, but have been mended with a ce- 
ment of which asphaltum is the principal 
ingredient. This cement used by these ex- 
tinct tribes appears to have been durabie 
and effective, as the shattered stone rings 
united by it areas strong and as solid as 
those not damaged. 

The islanders appear to have made good 
use af seals’ teeth and whalebone. ‘The lat- 
ter, when found in a petrified state, was used 
as our Chinese abaloae gatherers use ao iron 
bar—to pry up the moilusks from the rocks. 
Clark has one of these petrified bone crow- 
bars, one side of which was used as a cre- 
ator of fire. Its rough side resembles a file, 
and the rapid friction between it and a piece 
of dry wood creates fire.

¥ THE BOY AVENGER. 


A Convicted Murderer Killed by his 
, Victim’s Son. 
From the New Orleans Times Democrat. 


John Coffey, jr., took the law in his own 
hands yesterday and avenged bis father’s 
murder by slaying Alfred Gossett., The 
deed was comuitted at the corner of Ram- 
part and Conti streets, and for coolness and 
deliberation rivals any killing ever recorded 
op crime’s calendar. 

Gossett, handcuffed to James Wedlock, 
left the Parish Prison in charge of Deputy 
Sheriffs Johu Dominick and Louis Toucher 
vound for the Criminal District Court, 
where both of the prisoners were to receive 
sentence, Gossett tor murdering Officer John 
Coffey, and Wedlock for being accessory to 
a robbery comiinitted by the not rious 
negress, Eliza Riddie Through the Congo 
Square the officers marclied the convicts: 
Dominick directly behind Gossett and 
Toucher behind Wedloeck. It is a custom 
With the deputies, when conveying desper- 
ate criminals toand from court, to take a 
different route each time, and yesterday 
they concluded to walk the prisoners up 
Rampart street. 

On the down-town, riverside corner of 
Rampart and Conti streets is a small, low 
building, used by M. Garrigaas a bar-room 
and oyster saloon, and it was there that 
young Coffey awaited the arrival of his vic- 
tim. On came the prisoners and the depu- 


ties. Wedlock and Gossett had just passed. 


the corner of the house which concealed the 
avenger, when suddenly and with lightning- 
like rapidity, Coey sprang from his hiding. 
piace, pistol in hand. The weapdén was 
pointed directly at Gossett’s head, the muz- 
zie hardly a foot away, and when the weap- 
on was discharged Gossett feil forward, 
wounded umto death, dragging Wedlock 
down to his knees. 

Dominicx, who was direttiy behind 
Gessett, grabbed Coffey’s right arm while it 
was still elevated and ‘loucher wrenched 
the smoking revolver from his hand. 

Young Coffey was arraigned before Re- 
corder Ford on the charge of murder. He 
stepped from the dock with a firm tread and 
with head heid high, as if proud of the man- 
ner in which he had taken off his father’s 
murderer. Heisa slim-built youth, about 
20 vears of age, with large grey eyes and ex- 
pressive face. On his upper lip appears a 
slight growth of dark hair, which can hardly 
be called a mustache. He was cool and 
collected, and as he appeared before the bar 
in that crowded court-room, attired in his 
working civthes, a biue jumper and dark 
pants, no one not acquainted with the facts 
would for a moment have supposed that he 
could have committed the crime charged 
agaiust him. He pleaded not guilty to the 
charge as read by the recorder, and was re- 
manded to the Parish Prison without bail 
for trial. To his friends he spoke freely 
and is reported tohave said that he killed 
Gossett because he considered it his duty. 
Gossett had murdered his father in cold 
blood, had rendered his once happy home 
desolate and leit five orphans to mourn the 
luss of a kind and gentile parent. He went 
to the Parish Prison apparently. well satis- 
fied, and was lodged in one of the upper 
celis. His mother and sister visited him 
soon after he reached the institution and 
saw himin the reception room. They did 
not display much emotion, and when they 
withdrew the young mau went back to his 
cell. He seemed to feel confident that his 
course Would be approved,

BULGARIA’S RULER. 


A Young Prussian Officer Who was 
Made a King by Russia. 
From the Loudon World. 


Prince Alexander Joseph of Battenberg is 
the third child of Prince Alexander Louis 
George Frederic Emile of Hesse (uncle of the 
Grand Duke cf Hesse) by his marriage with 
Julie, Princesse de Battenberg, daughter of 
the deceased Count Maurice de Haucke of 
Poland. The marriage was & morgantic 
one, and this fact was urged against the 
present Prince of Bulgaria by his opponents 
in the Bulgarian Constituent Assembly at 
Tirnova in the spring of 1879. Prince Alex. 
ander was born April 5, 1857, and was elected 
Prince of Bulgaria April 29, 1879. His chief 
qualification for the princely office was 
physical. He stands over six feet high, 
straight as an arrow, and possesses a fine, 
commanding figure. Whether on foot or in 
the saddie he looks every inch a swldier. His 
face is dark, so are his hair and eyes; his 
features are regular, and ke cultivates aiter- 
pately @ mustache a la militaire, or a full 
beard, as his fancy dictates. 

The Prince accompanied the Russian head- 
quarters from the opening of the campaign 
wo the fall of Plevna; he then left the field 
for some weeks, but recrossed the Danube in 
January, 1878, and rejoined the Grand Duke 
Nicholas at Adrianople about the Ist of 
February. He was a favorite at headquart- 
ers, Where his good nature and readiness to 
oblige made many friends. A little incident 
will illustrate this trait in his character. 
Adrianopie a correspondent of the Times, 
having heard thata review was be held, 
rode to the Turkish konak, then Serving as 
the Grand Duke’s quarters, to inquire as to 
the time and place. Riding into the court- 
yard he saw an officer about to enter the of- 
fice of Gen. Nepoikirehitzky, the chief of the 
general staff, and inquired as to the rumored 
review. ‘The’reply was: “I have heard 
nothing abuut it, but Iam just going to see 
the General and will ask him; if you will 
wait a moment I will return and teli you.” 
The correspondent sat on his horse, and in 
four or five minutes the officer returned and 
explained that it was “‘only a review of the 
Grand Duke’s own’ grenadier regiment, 
which was ordered tothe frontat Chat- 
aldja.”” The correspondent then nized 
his courteous informant as Prince Batten- 
berg. The close resemblance between his 
German uniform and that of the Russian 
staff had prevented his noting the fact that 
he was accosting a Russian lieutenant of 
cavalry. 

Prince Alexander made the very grave 
mistake in forming his household as the 
rulerof Bulgaria, of surrounding himself 
with men of his own age, and as deficient as 
himself in experience of government and’ tn 
administrative knowledge. He took with 
him from Germany two young barons whw 
made good companions for a frolic, but who 
are worse than useless as advisers in matters 
of State. Elderly Bulgarians complain 
loudly of the want of dignity and decorum 
at the palace in Sofia. A Cabine? Minister 
going to see tha Prince on an important er- 
rand which would not bear postponement to 
official hours, on arrivingin the room next 
to the dining hall, heard the sort of uproar 
which is made by a party of school boys 
when the master has been called away from 
the table. Hesentin his card, and a dead 
silence ensued; after a moment’s delay he 
was ushered into the breakfast room, and 
found every one looking very grave, but with 
that demure counterfeit gravity atfected by 
the aioresaid schoolbeys alter the master’s 
uuexpected return. n Official occasions, 
however, the Prince of Bulgaria maintains a 
dignity and courtesy appropriate to his posi- 
tion, His chief mistakes asa rulerof Bul- 
garia have been due, notdo his inherent de- 
fects, but to the very difficult position he has 
to occupy, viz., ostensible sovereign of the 
prircipality, while, in reality, only a Rus- 
sian executive official. 

The Prince of Bulgaria rises at 74% a, m.. 
and has the matutinal cafe of the Continent 
an hour Jater. ‘The hour of breakfast or de- 
jeuner is 12\%,and the dinner is served at 7/4. 
The adjutanis de jour habitually breaktast 
anddiue with his Highness, and besides 
these regular guests he is fond of inviting 
little breakfast and dinner parties to the 
congenial svirits of his entourage. The reg- 
ular working hours of the Prince are from 
9% a.m. to9gp.m. Heis ready toreceive 
bis ministers every day in case they have 
business requiring his personal attention, 
and he presides over all ministerial coun- 
clis when there are affairs of importance to 
be discussed. Heis fond of horseback ex- 
ercise, and it is very sare thata fine day 
does not tempt him to ride or drive in the 
suburbs uf his capital. He is not particu. 
larly addicted to literary pursuite, aud his 
reading is chiefly confined to works on mili- 
tary subjects, ‘Lhe chief amusements at the 
palace iu Sofio are witist and the Russian 
game of “Wina,” the latter being unknown 
to Western European card players and 
amusement seekers. During the residence 
of the Bulgaria court at the oid Konak (pal- 
ace) the Prince gave large parties and soir- 
ees dansantes, but during the rebuilding of 
the paiace the temporary quarters he inhab- 
its are unsuitable for such entertainments 
and he is forced to confine himself to the lit- 
tle breakfastand dinner parties above al- 
ltuded to. This new palace. it may be men- 
tioned, is a source of high displeasure to the 
economically disposed Bulgarian masses. It 
was to cost only a small sum, as originally 
intended, but itis sala to have alre m4 cost 
2,000,000 franes and is not yet finish As 
the average Bulgarian mansion Gosts about 
£3 10s 6d. it may be appreciated that the nat 
ives are not happy whenever the new pal- 
ace expenses become a subject of discussion, 
or, worse still, of payment. 


What Killed the Sons of Malta, 
From the Lafayette (Ind.)

“Is the general sentiment of the country 
favorable to this?”

‘They are, however, will- 
ing to bear the loss if quiet should result 
from it. The fact is, if the land were given 
to the people a new elass of landlords would 
spring up in a few years, resulting from

_ “Not in my opinion, but I am a strong be- 
liever in the English connection. If there 
should be an Irish Parliament there would 
be a _dead-lock at ence between the Upper 
and Lower Houses. Mr. Parnell, to get any 
unanimity at all, would have to create 
a vast numberof new peers, and 
on what principle would he make 
them? Home rule is a myth. Neither 
the author of the idea, nor anv of his follow- 
ers have been able to give a single reason- 
able or feasible plan for it. As for inde- 
pendence, I consider that impossible. Ire- 
land is bound to England, not only by law 
but by nature and by national dependence. 
England is the market of Ireland. The least 
interference with her interchange of com- 
modities is

and manufactures, as was instanced not 
long ago by the prohibition of the shipment 
of Irish cattle into England for a short time. 
I'he Lrish people at present cannet guvern 
themselves as wel as England can 
govern them. Besides, one insuperable 
obstacle is the fact that the English people, 
from the lowest to the highest, are opposed 
to it heart and soul. Independent Ireland 
would be not only an enemy at her doors, 
but a standing menace, by reason of the fa- 
cility for attack it would furnish to other en- 
einies. England can never consent to it. ‘The 
fact is, I think the English leaders and peo- 
ple are inclined to deal justly by Ireiand. Of 
course blunders have been made, but im- 
mense concessions have also been made.”’ 

“What is the prospect at present ?’”’ 

“That question can scarcely ‘be answered 
until after the election. The English elec- 
tion will not be later than next spring, and 
if the two parties are pretty evenly bal- 
anced, Mr. Parnelt will have the balance of 
power. If he goes into Parliament with 
fifty men—he claims seventy, but say fifty— 
whenever there comes up @ question on 
which the parties have to separate, he can 
destroy the Government majority, and such 
a.crisis is sure to conre sooner or later, how- 
ever much they may talk about a combination 
against the Irish party. What we want 
now is a settlement, because without that 
everything is paralyzed and capital will not 
be sent into thé country. Even now capital- 
ists refuse to lend money on the best secu- 
rities in Ireland. I think the problem will 
be worked out in time.” 

Mr. McCartney said that-his first impres- 
sion of America was one of surprise on the 
evidence of wealth and prosperity and of 
vastness that he noticed around him.

EQUITABLE RELIEF. 


Judge Thayer Decides the Case of 
Bidale vs. McDonough. 

In 1870 Thomas McDonough Jeased of Mrs. 
Annie E, Biddle a lot of ground on Seventh 
street, near Biddle, for a period of thirty 
years. Itwas agreed that from and after 
January 1, 1880, McDonough was to pay rent 
at the rate of 6 per cent on the value of the 
property, the value to be determined by two 
appraisers, one of whom was to be appointed 
by Mrs. Biddle and the other by McDonough. 


At the October term of the Circuit Court 
last year Mrs. Biddle sued McDonough, al- 
leging that he badnot kept his agreement, 
but that the persons appointed heap were 
vither interested or incompetent. This morn- 
ing Judge Thayer decided tlie case in the fol- 
lowing written opinion: **The petition clear- 
ly charges that the defendant has been guil- 
ty of a fraudulent evasion of the covenant to 
appoint appraisers, in thatit alleges that he 
has from time to time, when called upon to 
appoint an appraiser, not only chosen in- 
competent and interested persons, but that 
he secretly instructed them not to agree to 
any appraisement that was reasonable. 
The Supreme Court in the case of the City of 
St. Louis vs. the St. Louis Gas Light Com- 
pany decided that whilst courts of equity 
will not,as a general rule,enforce the specific 
performance of an agreement to arbitrate, 
yet¢hat they will (where the element of 
fraua intervenes on either side and wherea 
gross wrong is about to be perpetrated and 
the party wronged is withoutthe means of 
full legai redress) lay held of the case and 
grant adequate relief, even though such re- 
lief amounts in substance to fixing by judi- 
cial determination the value of which the 
parties have agreed should be determined by 
arbitrators. 

“To warrant ajdeparture from the general 
rule, I think the above elements must occur, ' 
that is to say bad faith on one side, a serious 
injury thereby inflicted on the other party, 
and an® absence of all other means o 
quate redress. Entertaining this view of 
the law the question I have to determine at 
this time is whether the plaintiff has made 
out a case that will warrant present inter- 
ference. Andon this issue, after a careful 
consideration of the testimony, 1 am forced 
to decide in the negative. ‘the court de- 
cides that the appraisers appointed by the 
defendant were not interested perce nor in- 
competent to perform the duties which they 
had undertaken.
